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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by US Patent 
5,708,749 issued to Kacheria. 

Kacheria teaches forming a diffuser by sand blasting with coarse sand (column 3, 
lines 18-24). While Kacheria does not explicitly recite the size of the sand grains. 
However, Merriam Webster's defines sand as a material that consists of particles 
smaller than gravel but coarser than silt, with silt being defined particles usually 0.05 
mm or less in diameter. These definitions are consistent with standard particle (grain) 
size distribution scales (see enclosed scales). From these scales it is apparent that the 
claimed size range (0.045 mm to 4 mm) spans the entire particle size range for material 
that is classified as sand. Therefore, Kacheria's teaching is considered to read on 
Applicant's claimed particle size. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim November 24, 2003 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground of rejection.
